Pittsburg Owners Likely to Se- 
cede and Advance Wages if 
Ryan Resolution Can 
Be Broken. 


[BY A STAEF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Indianapolis, Ind., March 24.—(Special. }— 
The deadlocked conference of the bituminous 
operators and miners finally was broken this 
afternoon, It was agreed on both sides 
that no settlement can be reached by the 
joint scale committee. 

A mutual understanding exists that the 
whole matter will be referred on Monday to 
the joint convention of miners and opera- 
tors for final disposal. The negotiations 
probably will be brought to an end there 
within a few hours. 

This makes a strike almost certain, al- 
though F. L. Robbing may decide to carry 
his fight for peace into the large convention. 

Procedure to Be Followed. 

But while a strike is practically certain 
there is a formal procedure which will have 
tobe followed in compliance with the rules 
of the joint interstate conference. 

As s00n as the scale committee reports its 
failure to reach an agreement in the joint 
convention of miners and operators discus- 
sion will be thrown open to all delegates. The 
chances are that the convention will ratify 
the report of the commitee and after short 
discussion adjourn sine die. 

This will terminate the joint conference of- 
ficially, leaving operators and miners with- 


out any working agreement. Under the con-: 


stitution of the United Mine Workers its 
members are not permitted to work without 
an agreement. Accordingly the strike will 
become effective at once. 

The miners, however, will continue to work 
until April 1, as the old agreement does not 


expire until that date. The formal walkout 
will occur on March 31, the 


last day on 
which the miners will be bound to work. 

It will not be necessary to take a formal 
strike vote, and no order of the executive 
committee is required, for the men to quit 
work. 

Operators in Bitter Quarrel. 

With contracts affecting more than 800,900 
miners in the country expiring within a week, 
the bituminous operators ape occupying the 
time of the joint conference here in quarrels 
of a personal nature among themselves. 

Four hours were spent today in vitupera- 
tive exchanges, while the miner representa- 
tives on the scale committee looked on in 
amusement. The issue apparently has 
changed to a dispute between the two fac- 
tions of the mine owners inatead of a differ- 
ence between the operaters and 
There was a long quarrel this morning over 
the question of adjournment until next week. 
A motion to adjourn until Tuesday was made 
by Francis L. Robbins of Pittsburg, but it 
was voted down. The western operators are 
said to have favored the pian, but were un- 
willing to side with Robbins on any question 
whatever. 

The miners’ representatives, headed by 
President John Mitchell, voted soldidiy In 


‘favor of the adjournment. He reported to 


the miners that he took this attitude on the 
postponement of negotiations for a special 


reason. 1 
Mitchéll Wants Delay. 

President Mitchell is anxious to, consuit 
with the anthracite operators before break- 
ing off business of the bituminous confer- 
ence, it is said, and wished to miake a 
trip to New York to meet George F. Baer 
and David Wilicox of the anthracite opera- 
tors’ comanittee. It is said that Mr. Mitchell 
has a proposition to make to the hard coal 
men, which, if accepted, would serve 
as a club over the bituminous operators who 
are standing out against an increase in wages. 
The nature of the proposition is not known, 
but it is reported President Mitchell is will- 
ing to offer a renewal of the old scale in the 
anthracite regione® provided he can secure an 
agreement in the bituminous fields on a basis 
of 5.55 per cent advance. 

Much talk was indulged in today by opera- 
tors and miners concerning the effect on 
the situation if the miners should accede 
to Mr. Robbins“ demands that a separate 
agreement be signed with the Pittsburg 
Coal company and other Robbins concerns. 
The discussion was induced by a statement 
made by President Mitchell in the meeting 
of the scale committees. The question was 
put to President Mitchell in a guarded man- 
ner by an operator as to Whateattitude the 
miners would assume towards a separate 
agreement. In substance the question was: 

“If Mr. Robbins demands an agreement, 
will the miners enter inte such a contract 
exclusive of the remainder of the bituminous 
operators?” 

Mr. Mitchell, after weighing his anewer 
carefully, replied in a diplomatic manner: 

“If the operators pursue the course they 
are now foilowing the miners may be forced 
to yield to such demanda.”’ 


Ryan Resolution in Peril 

Consternation was caused by the answer, 
which forecasted a possible repeal of the 
famous Ryan resolution, under which the 
miners were bound to sign only a collective 
agreement. It is doubied by some of the 
operators whether President Mitchell, even 
if he should sanction the separate agree- 
ment plan, could bring the miners’ conven- 
tion around to his view. There is no doubt, 
however, but that the miners in the last 
twenty-four hours have growh desperate in 
the face of an almos, certain strike. State- 


ments were made by an Illinois representa- 


tive of the miners on the scale committee 
to the effect that many miners are coming to 
take this view of the situation.” 

“A feeling is growing among the miner 
delegates,” said one leader, that the con- 
ference must not adjourn without some sort 
of an agreement having been reached. If 
we cannot get an interstate contract we wi:] 
have to get one with Robbins. He repre- 
sents an annual output of nearly 25,000,000 
tons and employs over 20,000 miners in his 
mines.“ 

Herman Justi, labor commissioner for the 
Illinois operators, said a deal between Rob- 
bins and the miners will make ho difference 
in the stand the Ohle, Indiana, and, Illi- 
nois men have taken. 

“This contingency bas been foreseen, ’ 
said he, “and the operators have reasoned 
out its effect. We admit if the western 
Pennsylvania mines continue to operate it 
will not be possible to suspend work in tne 
other three states for as long a period as 
otherwise. But we intend to suspend for 
thirty or sixty days anyway in Illinois and 
consequently don't care bun what Mr. Rob- 
bins dees.“

Seven Story Building at 76 to 84 
Michigan Avenue Destroyed. 


ENTIRE BLOCK THREATENED. 


Inflammable Piuid Stored in Structure

Fire of most threatening and spectacular 
proportions started in a building at 76 Mich- 


made of the wholesale district a crater of 
flames and smoke which drew thousands of 
spectators and blocked south side traffic for 
an hour. 

For a time the entire block from Lake street 
to Randolph street on both sides of the street 
was in danger, but the quick work of twenty 
fire engine companies, aided by the fireboat 
Ilfnois, which came up the Central avenue 
slip, and attacked from the rear, brought 
the blaze under control. The entire loss was 
not more than $75,000. 

Falling walls and gasoline explosions made 
the fighting space of the firemen extremely 
precarious, Fifty feet of brick wall fell five 
stories at one time into Michigan avenue, 
crashing at the feet of the membersof engine 
company 42, commanded by Liéut. Faulkner, 
who was the only man to escape from the 
roof of the cold storage building fire at the 
World's Fair. Six hundred girls, employed 
by the F. L. Mansure company, in the build- 
ing adjoining on the north of the ruined struc- 
ture, had left the premises fifteen minutes 
before the fire became known. 


Intense Heat at the Start. 

When the first company arrived the flames 
were breaking from three upper stories and 
the heat was so great as to blister the fronts 
of the buildings opposite. 

The cause of the tire could not be deter- 
mined. The building was known as the 8. D. 
Kimbark block and had been vacant for 
months. Workmen had been repairing it 
during the day for the occupancy of the 
Beckley-Ralston company and the Goodyear 
Tire company. The electric wiring had just 
been installed. 

The blaze probably started from this cause 
or from salamanders left to dry the cement. 
Quantities of benzine and gasoline had been 
stored in the basement and some on the sec- 
ond floor. 

Streams were directed at every floor of the 
burning structure and from the rear, but it 
blazed with increasing intensity from top to 
bottom. Great tongues of fire leaped across 
the street and soon other streams had to be 
played on these buildings in order to save 
them; The woodwork began to smoke and 
the windows to fall in. The Kimbark bulld- 
ing was a furnace, and the Mansure building 
began to go. 

Throngs of Spectators, ° 

At this time the line of hose from the fire- 
boat came, and other streams were taken up 
the rear of the Mansure building and over the 
roof from the buildings onthe south. Drawn 
by the heavy clouds of smoke that made the 
street as dark as night, and the flames which 
rose far into the air and could be seen over 
much of the city, the streets soon were con- 
gested with sightseers. It was estimated 
that 8,000 people were crowded in the avenue 
bétween Randolph and Madison streets. 

Then came the explosigns which caused 
the crowds to scurry for shelter and fliled 
the smoky air with flying missiles. All but 
the flremen fied.

What Jerome May Do. 


District Attorney Jerome wag not in the 
city today. Therefore, nobody at the court- 
house could tell officially just what he will 
do with the grandjury as far-as the inves- 
tigation fraud cases are concerned. 

It learned, however, upon what must be 
considered excellent authority that this is 
the scheme Jerome now has in view: He 
will swear out a.warrant for the arrest of 
George W. Perkins, former vice president 
of the New York Life Insurance company, 
charging him with misappropriating $48,000 
of the money belonging to the company and 
handing ft. over to Treasurer Bliss of the re- 
publican national campaign cqgmmittee. 

If the warrant should be issued Mr. Perkins 
will be requested to surrender himself forth- 
with. He would have to be brought before 
the judge who issued the warrant. At the 
same time the lawyers for Mr. Perkins would 
go before another justice and secure a writ 
of habeas corpus for Perkins’ production in 
the Sup -court, in order to test the law. 
No’ matter which way the Supreme court 
justice would decide it an appeal would be 
taken to settle once and for all the question 
as to whether a person who represents a cor- 
poration has a right to give away the funds 
of such corporation for campaign or any 
other purposes.

CHILDREN ARE REFINED BY 
FLOWERS IN SCHOOL YARDS. 


Principal Bright Tells Cook County 
League of Women’s Clubs of the Suc- 
cess of His Experiment. 


“Tet the children plant flowers in the 
school yards of Chicago and within a year 
every back yard in the city will be a garden. 
Orville T. Bright, principal of the Doolittie 
school, said yesterday in an address to the 
Cook County League of Women's Clubs. a 

Not only does a school garden have a 
wonderful influence in a neighborhood. but 
it tends to make the children more tractable,” 
he continued. A principal can almost con- 
trol a school through the interest of the 
children in their plants. The gardens should 
net be planted for the children, but by them. 
It should be made a part of their dally work 
to look after the plants. 1 can conceive of 
no better way of teaching nature study chan 
by actual practice. School gardens stand for 
cuiture and refinement.” 

He produced a diagram showing the work 
which has been done at the Doolittie school. 

‘We have utilized every scrap of space,” 
he said, Without encroaching on the chil 
dren's play ground. Each room has a dif- 
ferent garden and the boys and. girls have 
separate gardens. — Each ‘class tries to outdo 
every other class and the boys try to outdo 
the girls. This spirit of friendly rivalry 
naturally increases the interest of. the chil- 
@ren in their work. They carefully avoid 
trampling upon the flowers. Besides teach- 
ing them valuable lessons in botany. the 
flower garden teaches the children not to de- 
etroy growth. Last year the children became 
so interested in planting that they took 
up the work at home. This summer the yards 
near the school will all be ablcom.”’

The charge of manslaughter against Fran 
Neil, his seconds, and the seconds of Tenny 
for alleged complicity in the killing of Harry 
Tennedaum, the fighter who died after a 
desperate battle with Neil. was dismissed by 
Potice Judge Cabaniss because the prosecu- 
tion was unable to prove that the fight had 
been illegal. The case hinged on the identity 
of the now famous Dr.“ Day, of whom no 
one seems to have any knowledge. 


While the police are satisfied there is no 


such person as Day, it is almost impossible 
to establish the fact by legal proof. 


The statute requires that principals in a 


boxing contest shall be examined by a phy- 
sician. It does not specify that the phy- 
sician shall be a licentiate of the state board 
of medical examiners, and on this point Judge 
Cabaniss held there had been no legal proof 
that the fight had been unlawfully conducted.

the force, be stated before an audience can 
be granted. A clever canvasser will call two 
or three times in the hope of getting past the 
anteroom man. But sooner or later he comes 
down from his high horse and reveals his 


real errand.

Experience Mates Him Expert. 

There are many little points which speak 
eloquently to the eye and the ear of the 
trained reception man ae the visitor ap- 
prosches him. He learns how to put just 
the right emphasis on dress und appearance, 
although it is easy to fall into a mistake 
here. Gradually experience makes him an 
expert. He knows that ili fitting clothing 
and a collar three days old are likely en- 
titled to attention in the mechanical de- 
partment, but hardly in the president's pri- 
vate office. And so with a caller's manner, 
Good address will always commend atten- 
tion, yet often misleads ae to its real im- 
portance; shy awkwardness must not al- 
ways be set down a8 unworthiness. The able 
reception man must be-a reader of men. He 
fs able to estimate all these signs at their 

per value and to reckon what they are 
worth in that particular combination, 

Early in his career he comes to distrust 
the value to his firm of the seedy looking 
individual with a shuffling step and listless, 
wandering eyes. Yet he must be clever 
enough mever to confound this appearance

“There were several other men to pay 
every month, so we had to walt. I waited six 
months for my pay before I got it, then every- 
thing went ail right for about six months, 
when, business being slack again, my uncle’s 
friend would hold back one or two months’ 
pay. He said he didn't have enough to pay 
me. 7 

Three months later my father died; then, to 
have everything their own way, they got my 
mother to sign everything over to them, tell- 
ing her that they would see that everything’ 
was all right. 

My pay was never regular after that, till 
they wanted to enlarge the business. They 
were going to send for some material, and 
I wanted some for a business that I was going 
to start. The materia] came. 

“When pay day came I was told there 
would not be any for mé, as they were going 
to lots of expense. However, I went to the 
office to get my pay. When I got there my 
uncie’s friend was angry. He asked me what 
I wanted. I teld him money. Then he said 
that father said we must wait. I told him we 
had been waiting. He took the price of the 
material from my wages and told me to-stay 
at home, as he did 4 28 — me any more.“

Exacts Ceaseless Vigilance. 


< By A. G. 


HE task of gétting out a pay roll for 
6,000. or 10,00 people is not the sim-.» 
plest in the world. It is a particularly 
Big job in a manufacturing plant where, 
kor purposes of accounting, it is neces- 
1 to handle the time of workmen in sev- 
etal tornis. To get each man's pay receipt 
to him at the proper time and the amount of 
‘pay correct in each case calls for pretty care- 


“ful organization and system. . Yet the thing 


is done jn a’great many factories, week after 


week, and the feat does not excite comment 


even among those in closest touch. 

There are few big shops nowadays that 
de not keep a pretty close scrutin on the 
time of the individual workman. The time 
is past when a man can step into the shop, 
work all day at his bench or machine, and 
go out at night leaving only a record of the 
total ‘hours worked. For shop work is now 
pretty générally conducted on specific shop 


orders. N oes 
Lok, Me, 
Results Must Be Recorded. 

This makes it imperative for eyery work- 
man to leave behind, at the end of his day’s 
work, a record at. what he has dome as well 
as the total hours e has worked. Many 
schemes have been devised to do this, of 
which the most practical has proved to be 
through a system of. time tickéts, These 
tickets form the basis of pay roll’ e in 
such a factory. 

In nearly all of the big firms gomie kind of 
time registers have been installed for the 
establishinent and check of the employ6s’ 
time. Through the system of time tickets 
this time is divided into as many parts as the 
workmen spend on different classes of work. 
In the big plant where a variety of manufac- 
ture is carried on the number of tickets will 
be necessarily large. Infactories-where from 
5,000 to 10,000 report for work from 20,000 
to 40,000 of these tickets will be used each 
week. Each ticket has to be handled. indi- 
vidually in the pay roll department, for it 
constitutes the basis upon which the work- 
man is paid.

The gathering of data andgeétting them into 
convenient form for use I the biggest part of 
the work connected. with arranging. the pay 
roll. The starting ang@checking of the day 
Work time records, 
extendin_. and entering of the “‘piéce work 
«redits, the adjusting of accounts of new em- 
ployés, and the seritiny of tlie cléck records 
to prevent shortages in pay, are the things 
which occupy the bulk of the time of the 
clerks of the pay roll department: This part 
of the work having been done, the actual 
work of figuring the roll is a simple matter. 

The pay roll department, above all others, 
is a place where things must be kept moving. 
Work must not be allowed to pile up on any 
clerk, He must finish today’s worl today, 
for with tomorrow wur come a treat lot ort 
business just as important. 

Where employés are paid every week it has 
been found most practicable, in the larger 
firms, not to pay all pn the sag day. The / 

task of handing out pay envelopes, one 
by one, would alone be too much for one day.

cool head is keeping the list of employés 
up td date. The taking out of names of 
employés who have left and the entering 
of new ones is of the utmost importance. 
Slackness in this work soon causes an over- 


-erowding and is sure to work havoc in the 


system. It may be integesting to know 
that actual observation in a plant where 
8,000 employés are registered has shown 
that an average of thirty to fifty leave every 
day. This, of course, is a small percentage, 
and is only an indication. of the conditions 
in every firm of the sige, but when we con- 
sider that in ‘order to maintain the shop 
to its full Capacity a new.employé must be 
taken on for every one that leaves it is easy 
to see that the work of keeping the files 
up to date is quite complicated and exten- 
sive.

Inaccuracies Cause Trouble. 


The pay roll department finds another 
cause for the most careful labor in the hand- 
ling of employés’ rates, Above all things else 
accuracy is required, for the really “ tick- 
lish” spot in every man’s anatomy is that 
which has to deal with his wages. Nothing 
will: breed dissatisfaction and a desire to 
„quit among shopmen so much as to have 
errors occur in their pay. 

There are some petty annoyances outside 
the possible errors whith have to be adjusted 
with more or less red tape,” which can 
scarcely be 
routine of the pay roll department, but which 
that department has to put up with. Promi- 
nent among these is a request for wages be- 
fore pay day. This.is particularly annoying 

Just before a, holiday, I have seen as many 
as 200 men call at the pay roll department 
on such oceasions. In a great man cases 
men in the shop have actually. been known to 
leave for no other reason than to get money 
for holiday celebrations. Taking care of sum- 
mer vacations of employés adds another 
“blessing to the lot of the pay roll man. 
But such things “cannot be avoided, and, 
though they mean extra work, the best way 16 
to take the consequences good naturedly.

Errors Will Slip Through. 

The pay roll ‘department more than any 
other is a place where a high clase of work 
is necessary. Errors here must be reduced 
to a minimum. A few are bound to slip 
through, but the scarcity of them in the well 
organized department is almost amazing.

and it should be, for it deals-with, one of the

In the beginning I worked long hours to 
save clerk hire. With the first surplus money 
I bought an outfit of quiet but elegant clothes. 
This might seem extravagant, but trade is 
attracted by the favorable appearance of a 
business, and the proprietor should begin with 
his own person. The next surplus went for 
new fixtures of the most modern design ob- 
talnable. 

My success was soon nolsed in the trade, 
and the large manufacturers’ travelers called 
and offered liberal lines of credit, enabling 
the purchase of stock direct without the in- 
tervention of a jobber’s profit. 

I bought the best goods of the best makers, 
and my trade grew to the extent that I could 
demand the exclusive distribution of the 
brands I handled. I always have insisted dn 
this; for if I establish a local reputation for 
a brand I am entitled to enjoy its exclusive 
sale. I was extremely careful, not alone in. 
ordering goods, but in their receipt. If not 
up to represented quality they were sent 
back, and manufacturers soon learned my 
standards. Of course, in my years of experi- 
ence I have worked up a list of factories on 
whom I can depend. These are as anxious 
to satisfy me as I am to satisfy my trade.

Judging from the present dim- 
culties experienced by business 


men to get and retain satisfactory office boys 


the answer is No!“ The supply of good 
office boys seems to be exhausted. There are 
plenty of boys, but not of the right stock, 
Occasionally here and there may be found 
an exception. 

The proprietors of today, who were the of- 
fice boys of yesterday, invariably came from 
the farm or small town, where they were 
trained to do work willingly and labor long 
hours. Fresh air, plain diet, and example 
of industry and frugality as set by his pa- 
rents gave the country boy a strong constl- 
tution and a determination worth more than 
capital in the fast growing cities. No work 
was too hard for him, no hours too long. He 
was at the store or office before the proprietor 
arrived. The country boy was glad of an 
opportunity to work extra time for the ex- 
perience it gave him, and in doing so he never 
thought of overtime pay. The experience 
was the valued thing desired, not a few pai- 
try dollars. Often the boy worked merely 
for bis clothes and board, and was thankfui 


for the opportunity given him to learn a busi- a 


ness. re * 
Conditions Have Changed. 

Conditions in the country twenty-five years 
ago were different from now, Large families 
and a scarcity of money compelicd the boys 
to leave the farm at an early age and seek.em- 
ployment in the cities. By training and ex- 
ample they had laid the foundation for busi- 
ness success. 

With the introduction of labor saving ma- 
chinery and the consequent growth and profit 
of the farms, the farmers scon accumulated 
sufficient money to send their sons to college 
and educate them for a professional life. The 
conditions of prosperity ill prevail in the 
country, and the best blood of the farming 


communities is being trained for the profes- 


sions. Commercial pursuits are the losers 
thereby. . 

Not all country boys, however, go to col- 
lege. There are a few ieft who straggle into 
the city, glad of an opportunity and chance 
to work. But after they get here they are 
confronted by a law that prohibits boys un- 
der 16 years of age being employed longer 
than eight hours a day. It matters not‘how 
strong, how energetic, or how willing they 
are to do whatever is asked of them, they are 
handicapped by law. Unable to work off the 
surplus energy of youth in learning tiie busi- 
ness in which they are engaged; they expend 
the extra time as they please.

City Bred Boy Is Spoiled. 

The boys over 16 years of age who come 
from the country usually consider themselves 
too large (and country boys at 16 are large for 
their age) for office work, and invariably 
enter the trades, where more money is offered 
them at the start. Thus, the supply of coun- 
try boys for office work positions has been 
almost entirely cut off. 

In place of the sincere country lad the city 
bred boy is now a fixture of the office.

. ‘Office Boys Grow Scarce. .: 

Good, indifferent, or bad, it u a fact that 
office boys are scarce. One reason, hh 
is because general prosperity has enabled 
the paren¥s to keep their sons in school until 
they pass the office boy age; another reason 
is the law preventing boys under. 16 years 
of age working longer than elght hours. Ang 
still another reason is that the employment 
agencies do not make a special effort to sup- 
ply this line of help. Only once a year is 
there a surplus of boys, and that is in sum- 
mer, when pupils out of school desire work 
during the vacation. However sincere’ the 


summer office boy may be in his expressions. 


on accepting the job, that: he Intends to re- 
main permanently, it somehow happens that 
along about the Ist of September many of 
them lose interest in their work and quitdn 
time to resume their schooling. Two months 
are sufficient to show the summer city boy 
that working at $4 a week is nosinecure, and 
that they are expected to earn every cent 
they get in the weekly pay envelope. 
Naturally, if boys are notobtainable, other 
persons must be substituted for office work. 
In most cases girls are being trained for the 


positions. The substitytion of girls is made. 


possible because of the offices in large bulld- 
ings being cleaned by the janitors, thus doing 
away with the heretofore disagreeable fea- 
ture of the work: Again, girls 16 and over 
‘will work for a dollar less than boys of tha 
same age.

Girls Becoming Office “Boys.” 

Another reason why so many young iris 

are employed in offices is that there is a large 
army of them. glad to have such an oppor- 
tunity. ‘The hours are shorter than in a 
factory or store, the work lighter, and the 
chances of meeting young men with mar- 
‘yying intentions are much better. Beonom- 
ical reasons also compel a larger percentage 
ot girls than boys to begin toll early. They 
come from respectable but poor families, 
where all the surplus money is expended:on 
the education of the sons, and the daughters 
are put to work. At any rate, the girls 
prove themselves quick and willing, and can 
be depended on to do what is expected of 
them. In a few offices old men Who have met 
with financial reverses fill the position of 
office boy. 

Whether office work is being performed by 
girls or old men, the fact remains that boys 
are scarce. In future years autobiography 
writers will not have occasion to record that 
the successful merchant started his business 
career by sweeping the office floor and clean- 
itig the windows. 

Then, where can we look for the proprietor 

of tomorrow, if by force of circumstances 
the few office boys now at work are not ot. 
the right material? Perhaps the business 
schools will turn out graduates better 
equipped for rapid promotion in mercantile 
lines. Yet any method of developing ma- 
terial which does away with the hard work, 
the rough knocks, and the long hours, ‘will 
be lacking in many valuable qualities which 
helped build and perfected the character 
and success of many of the present day 
proprietors.

Works Long Without Sleep. 

“Mr. Edison is what you call a genfus, 
and you know that Napoleon said that to 
genius all things are permitted. It is also 
permitted to tell anecdotes about geniuses, 
but most of the anecdotes you read about 
some geniuses are not true. With Edison, 
however, I think that most of the anecdotes 
told of him are perfectly true. I have seen 
him in some of his sleepless spells, and it is 
certainly amazing how he did.without sleep 
and worked continuously during the whole 
time. Mr. Edison has done some of the 
most amazingly funny things ever permitted 
to genius; but while they may sound funny 
in the telling of them, they were anything 
but funny to the people who had to put up 
with them. One of these was toki me by 
an electrician of New York, who is now 
dra wing his $25,000 a year. It happened 
when I was a kid and the relator of the anec- 
‘dote a matured man. Edison had recently 
‘devised a good phonograph and bad his 
house rigged up with the instruments and 
connected up with batteries 90 that he could 
set them going. He had ‘placed some par- 
ticularly fine ones in nocks and corners ot

Call of Lake Opens 
ax Jobs 10 Landsmen. 


By Lon Thomas 


HE opening of navigation on 
’ ‘Takes will throw open . 
Chicago which have been filled ali 
winter. These jobs will have to be 
filled by landemen either from Chicago 
or the surrounding country. Nothing eould 
‘reep the mariners ashore after the ice goes 
out. During the closed Season they have 


worked as guards on the different elevated 


roads, engineers and flremen in 

fiat buildings, janitors, etc. Some o them 
have so far overcome the sailor's traditional 
unacquaintance hersefiesh that they 
have become drivers.for department stores 
and teaming companies. 

But with the approach of spring th 
back to the first, last, and only Res 0 
water, They will be joined by men who 
worked with them on the lakes last summer 
but who spent the winter safling on the gulf 
of Mexico. Some of these ll the year round 
seafaring men go to the Paeific coast in the 
winter and ship from San Francisco, Fe attle, 
or San Pedro. Most of thé lake men winter 
in Chicago, and, contrary to the generally ac- 
cepted notion, they do not Pest during the 
winter. 
most of them get employment on land. 

It is the return of this class to the lakes 
that will create vacancies in Chicago. Some 
of them who will go out again in the fore- 
Castles of various lake craft have made it 
their custom for years to spend the off season 
at work in Chicago. Their years are sharply 
divided into two sections—the land and the

employment.

An oll paint is necessary, for the reason 


that with water colors the excretions of the 


In 
the oll paint, too, it will need to be remem- 
bered that turpentine cannot be used as a 
Grier for two reasons: First, that a touch of 
the paint so charged will blind the eye if it 
comes in contact with the lide; and, second, 
that when turpentine is used it dries in puck- 
ering fashion not at all artistic. 4

atts naturally in the drying process. For 
the operation of painting out the blacken 
eye, the painter backs his patient’s head into 
a barber’s chat headrest, with both the pa- 
tient’s eyes impartially in the ight. The 
idea is not only to paint out the blackened 
Areas of the single eye but to leave the 
blackened eye u perfect Mkeness of the other 
eye. 


Effect is: Kaleidoscopic. 

Taking the lights and shadows that nat- 
urally - fall upon the eye the kaleidoscopis 
effects of a blackened eye are wonderful. The 
portrait painter who may have painted hun- 
dreds of canvas eyes into his figures and who 
sits down and tries to make a bad eye resem- 
ble a good one on the other side of a real nose 


nas the experience of his life with colors. 


Two coats of paint will be necessary on a 
good black eye, with a necessary half day 
for drying between the coats. There will be 
no rule for guiding the artist in his color 
scheme, Tt will be cut and try from start 
to finish. He will find colors needed which 
he had forgotten were in the spectrostope. 
From the spot where the cheek bone comes 
close to the surface and where the skin nat- 
urally is whitest,.the shades for the natural 
eye change and merge and emerge and 
lighten and darken again until the eye artist 
who puts a double coat of off on a black- 
ened eye in sixty minutes is doing rapid work. 

Not only will the skin around the eye need 
touching up with the brush but the eyelids 
will need it; and when the skin everywhere 
is reproduced in natural effects it is quite 
Mkely that the eyelashes may need to be done 
over to better ee ee : 

Paint Should Last Four Days. 

An artist who knows how should be able to 
put on an artificial eye that will stick just 
tight enough for three or four days. Where 
a double coat has been put over an unusually 
dark optic, four days of the paint will be 
suffidient to make a second application of one 
coat do. Frequently in applying the paint 
a glossy effect may be produced, but the 
artistic distribution of alittle powder will dis- 
sipate the unnaturalness and shine. For a 
genuinely black eye the wearer will have to 
count upon two treatments at least before he 
can appear in public without “ sitting” for 
another painting. . 

Five dollars an eye may be considered as 


a fair average price for an optical Musion at 
the hande of an artist. Ten dollarsought to 
be easy engugh in hundreds of cases, while 


$25 in a ripened emergency isn’t impossible.

‘of this fact and bedause of the popular 


opinion regarding the black eye, no man 


y can wear one in public without 
‘feeling the humillation of it. To the extent 
that a man is well dressed and does not look 
the part of a fighter the public seems agreed 
that he is sofme masher who “ got what was 
coming.“ In the sense that he may appbar 


a rounder, handy with. the gloves, the eye 


‘still more is a source of discomfort and hu- 
millation. The man whois merely pretty 
and doesn’t want to ap r out of condition 
may pay more freely f hiding of the 
‘blemish than any other. 

Some one who is behind in his board bilis 
and at the tailor’s in the pursuit of art for 
art’s sake may find fortune in the eye 
studio specialty: A little surgical and 
antiseptic training on the side would be an 
adjunct to his equipment for the work. 
There are thousands. of black eyes in. hiding 
the year round, often at the cost of at least 
a week's salary for the man who ts at 
home sick.“ The “eye studio would be 
not only an artistic evolution but ite eco- 
nomic value would mean millions yearly to 
the world of workers.

Three Ways— 


There are of 9 curtains. to the poles; 
one, by meahs of hook safety pins; another by 
sewing fast to the curtain rings, which are 
then slipped over the pole itself; and the third 
by shirring the material over.the pole. 

Each of these methods may be varied sev- 
eral times. The average portiere is fifty 
inches wide and about three anda half yards 
long. The-average double length or archway 
pole is provided with twelve rings; each por 
tiere, therefore, will depend from six ring 
This calculation. is made for simple homes 
where the archway to be dtaped is from five 
to six feet wide and from seven to nine feet 
high. The first étep, therefore, in hanging 
the portiere is to fold-the material over at the 
top in such wise as to bring about a proper 
length. 

When hung the drapery should escape the 
floor by an inch or more, which it will gain 
by stretching in a few weeks, even in a close 
and firm weave of goods, by its own weight, 
If the portieres have been purchased ready 
made, always the most economical way of 


buying, the first consideration must be given. 


to the dispoeal of the superfluous length at 
top. The simplest method of treating this 
when it amounts to fifteen inches or more is 
to turn the end over to form a vdlance on 
what is to de known as the right side of the 
curtain. This is commonly done where the 
top of the portiere ts provided with a fringe. 

When the additional length amounts only to 
ten or twelve inches it may be best disposed of 
by folding and basting it with a three inch 
hem, through which the hooks that are to hold 
it may be sunk and which may be made to 
act as a heading or ruche. 

Having fixed the length of the drapery, now 
divide evenly the top end by means ofa rule, 
and mark positions for six curtain hooks. 
The end hook or ring on each side should be

Church Troubles Continue. 

A court martial at Rennes has tried three 
officers—a major and two captains—who re- 
fused to obey the requisition of the civil au- 
thorities at St. Servan to break open a bar- 
ricaded church door.

his father and his brother. Basson was only 
25 years old at the time of his death. 

The. motive was in every Case the same. 
The murderer selected a victim who was 
pressed for money, lent him a fairly large 
sum, and obtained his insurance policy as a 
guarantee of repayment. 

There seems little doubt that he was born 
a criminal of the worst type. His father, a 
fine: type of the cape Huguenot, despaired 
of his son’s vicious tendencies when the latter 
was only 12 years old. It is related that he 
once reasted a cat alive over a slow fire, and 
throughout his childhood was guilty of 
numerous acts rot atrocious cruelty to 
animals.

If he 
win.it by treachery and robbery and use it 
for purposes of extortion, like some Amer- 
ican “ captains of industry,” it is injurious 
to others. Its effects are strictly analogous 
to those of the destructive victory of the 
beast that preys. On the other hand, the 
snecess of the man who rises, and, having 
risen, holds his place by sheer force of char- 
acter and ability, is a blessing not only to 
himself but to those over whom he triumphs 
and every one else. A man cannot honestly : 
get to and keep at the top of a great business 
without introducing into it economies or | 


improved methods which benefit his custom- | 
ers and the public. He cannot honestly get 
to and keep at the top of his profession, 
whether it be that of lawyer, physician, en- 
gineer, or statesman, without rendering 
services that redound to the advantage of 
the community. 

The publie does not think things out fast, 
but usually in the end it gets around to the 
right conclusion. Under the influence of 
the classic English politiea] economy, which 
came near teaching that everything eco- 
nomic that is is right, there long existed a 
tendency to regard every man who achieved 
large material success as a kind of public 
benefactor. It has lately dawned on the 
popular consciousness that a man may 
amass wealth and give employment to thou- 
sands of people and still be only a public 
robber—a human beast that preys. It seems 
likely, therefore, that hereafter a healthier 
public sentiment regarding the struggle for 
success will exist. There will be, as there 
should be, a disposition to measure a man’s 
genius and claims to public respect less by 
the results he achieves and more by the way 
he achieves ‘es them.

His vo- 
eabulary is adequate to the expression .f 
superheated ideas, Similar traits in other 
people he detests. His statement that the 
nation is in a state of absolute hysteria 
is as hysterical as any of the things of 
which he complains. Hysteria is defined 
by the Century Dictionary as A nervous 
diseise’ . . . @haracterized by unre 
strained desire to attract attention and 
sympathy.” That this disease is. preva- 
lent in the nation cannot be seriously as- 
serted. That many public speakers and 
writers have au unrestrained desire to at- 
agit attention does not mean that there 
is anything er: r with the na- 


tion. 

Then who ure in the limelight would 
be surprised if they could have the truth 
brought before them so that they could 
not dodge it, that the majority of people 
are so occupied with their own personal. 
cares and joys that they are not worrying, 
over “ revelations,” “ diselosures,” „inves- 
tigations,” and the like. They have no 
abnormal desire for sympathy on account 
of the yellow magazines’ statements of’ 
their wrongs, the “ treason of their law- 
makers, and the enormous proportions of 
“grafting.” Of the number, comparative- 
ly small, who are deeply interested in 
such questions, most are capable of mak- 
ing the proper discount for the oratorical 
exaggeration and onesidedness of the 
shriekers. They are sane enough to hear 
the other side also. The word of Steffens, 
Phillips, or Bigelow does not weigh more 
with them than the word of Speaker Can- 
non, Justice Harlan, or Secretary Root. 

Every publie man whose business re- 
quires him to be on a constant strain is 
in danger of losing the normal point of 
view. He may become a vietim of polit- 
ieal hysteria without suspecting his ab- 
normal condition. He should get among 
the common people and see how many 
things they have to busy themselves with. 
He should get ont into the fields and see 
the return of life with spring time. The 
flowers will bloom even though a senator 
is corrupt and a correspondent: reckless. 
Maudsley says, “It is impossible to con- 
ceive hysteria attacking one who is not a 
social being or who, like Robinson Crusoe, 
was planted alone on an uninhabited is- 
land.” In other words, to have hysteria 
one must be sure that there is an audi- 
ence, and one must be out of touch with 
nature. Let a man forget his andience 
in devotion to his plain duty, let him re- 
turn to nature frequently enough to real- 
ize the pettiness of political squabbles, 
and he will avoid the form of hysteria 
from which valuable men sometimes. suf- 
fer.

BOYS’ CLUBS. 

Mr. Zenas Crane, a philanthropie citi- 
zen of Dalton, Mass., has given to the 
boys of that town, to be shared also with 
the boys of the adjoining city of Pittsfield, 
a thoroughly equipped clubhouse, This is 
not the first donation of the kind in New 
England. Similar buildings, the gift of 
public spirited men, have been erected in 
Fall River and Salem, Mass.; Pawtucket, 
R. I.; and Waterbury, Conn, A few have 
been erected outside of New England, suf- 
ficient, indeed, to warrant the forming of 
a national association of boys’ clubs. 

The Crane clubhouse, which was dedi- 
eated last month, gives to the boys of 
Dalton and Pittsfield clubrooms, baths, i- 
brary, a penny savings bank, gymnasium, 
games of various descriptions, and the ad- 
vantages of industrial classes, sloyd, man- 
ual training, cabinet making, mechanical 
and an employment bureau. In its vari- 
industrial work, and for the pleasures 
which boys enjoy. The effect is the sal- 
vation of the boys from the vices of the 
street and the influence of evil compan- 
ions. The clubhouse competes directly 
with the street corner, the saloon, and the 
cheap theaters and vaudeville houses for 
the time of the boy. It offers him a 
variety of entertainment which none of 
these places can afford and opportunities 
for usefulness which, of course, they do 
not care to offer. If a boy is degenerate 
or helplessly vicious the clubhouse will be 
of no benefit to him. It may not save 
every boy from the evils and temptations 
of the street,. but it will save a large num- 
ber who now seek companionship with 
boodlums and recreation in evil resorts 
largely because there are no other resorts 
which appeal to them. 

The bys’ clubhouse idea should ap- 
peal to philanthropic millionaires... There 
should be one or more in every city. 
Properly equipped and properly conduct- 
ed, they would attract large numbers of 
boys whose time is now spent on the 
streets because they have no other place 
to go. The settlements are doing good 
work, but as they are voluntary establish- 
ments which have to depend largely upon 
private generosity for maintenance they 
are hampered in their operations. A club- 
house given outright to a city, with a 
sufficient endowment, would be independ- 
ent at the start and could do a great phys- 
ical and educational as well as moral 
work among boys. As a matter of mu- 
nicipal economy these clubhouses would 
also in time largely reduce the expenses 
of juvenile courts, reform schools, jails, 
and prisons. They seem to offer a prac- 
tical method for taking boys off the streets 


and awdy from association with loafers 
and criminals.

That disagreement 
is not a serious matter so long as it does 
not block legislation regarding the one 
point on which the houses are agreed.

The 
house would accept such a recommenda- 
tion with pleasure and the people of Okla- 
homa would be made happy. They do not 
deserve punishment because the senate 
does not think as the house does about 
Arizona and New Mexico. — 


DRIVE THEM OUT or TOWN. 
Week before last the police picked up 
six professional criminals. There were 
no charges against them, but the inten- 
tion was to hold them in order to give 
persons who have been robbed or had 
their pockets picked an ‘opportunity to 


look at and possibly to identify them., The con 


courts interfered with fis program by 
discharging the crimi on writs of 
habeas corpus. The men had been ar- 
rested without charges and without war- 
rants. The polfte could make no resist- 
ance to their application for discharge. 

The judges could not do otherwise than 
grant the writs, but the police cannot 
be censured for making the arrests. One 
of the men they took in is a notorious 
pickpocket. His record is as follows: 

December, 1894—Arrested for larceny and pick- 
ing pockets. 

July 8. 1800. Arrested for larceny, 

May, 1805—Arrested in Grand Rapids, Mich., as 
pickpocket. 

July 10, 1896—Given three venta ut Trenton, N. 

J., for larceny as pickpocket. 

June, 1890-—-Arrested at Asbury Park, N. J., as 
pickpocket under name ‘of John Hogan. 
May, 1900—Arrested at Peoria, III., 

pocket. 

Nov. 3. 1008—As Charles Hogan, arrested at 
Cleveland, O0. Forfeited bonds. 

May 20, 1899—-As John Hogan, arrested at Cleve- 
land, O. Fined $50. 

July 4, 1904—Arrested in New York ams John 
Hogan for picking pockets. Dismissed. 

May 14, 1904—As Harry Baker, arrested in Prov- 
idence, R. I., as suspected pickpocket. 

What shall the police do with a man 
with such a record when they see him 
loafing around town? They know he 
makes his living by picking pockets, and 
that he is in Chicago to ply his trade. The 
public needs protection against him, but 
an officer cannot be detailed to watch him. 
There should be a better method of deal- 
ing with his ease than to let him steal 
watches and purses until he happens to 
get caught and can be sent to jail—un- 
less released on a straw bond. 

Evidently it is best that men of this 
type should be persuaded to leave town. 
That is what the police are after in ar- 
resting them. They think that frequent 
trips to station house cells will induce 
the professiona] criminals to ve town. 
Doubtless that is what would pen, and 
the police do not approve of the conduct 
of the judges in interfering with their 
plans. 

There is another way to drive the 
crooks out of tewn. The chief of police 
says “if we book tae men on a charge 
of ‘disorderly conduct’ they will give a 
nominal bond and then flee the town.” 
But if they flee they will no longer prey 
on this community. They will give the 
Chicago police no more trouble. They will 
go to some other city, where they may be 
caught in the act and sent to the peni- 
tentiary. 

Judges must do their duty by the pro- 
fessional criminal when he—an inveterate 
law breaker—invokes the aid of the law. 
But the average man does not condemn 
the police when they go to the limit in 
making war on irreclaimable criminals. 
He would like to see Chicago made too 
hot a place for them. It is to be hoped 
the police will do all in their power to 
make the men who are known as earning 
their living by crime move on.“ 


THE TEACHER’S SIDE LINE. 

The profession of teaching is one which 
attracts many people as a means of getting 
a little money ahead for embarkation in 
some other vocation in life.

Logic is certainly not the one which directly disciplines the thinking 
principle. Its first office is to lead one to reach the result of researches 
and indirectly strengthen and train mind. Mathematics falls in the 
same category. The other sciences and philosophies, as well as arts, 
are surely much less adequate. They show themselves as such by 
their own definitions. Logic and mathematics are generally alleged to 
be the ves os of all departments of knowledge, and to make mind tired. 
They absolutely lack amusement and competition, and therefore they 
have no direct impetus, consequently no sweet band of music to keep 
time with soothing progress or tireless steps of mind training. Few, 
if any, would find amusement in the study of logic and mathematics,

Charlemagne, Frederick, Napoleon, Hux- 
ley, Charles Dickens, Von Moltke, Gladstone, and many other great 
men were skillful chess players. By the extent of chess play the power 
of nations can be easily measured. In Great Britain and its depend- 
encies, Germany, France, and the eastern states of this country there are 
innumerable crowds of chessologists. Owing to selfish modesty upon 
the part of chessists, chess has kept secret its importance in the do- 
minion of intelligence and wisdom. But why is it that such a great 
factor in the advancement of wisdom could not elevate itself into a 
much brighter zenith in the dome of civilization? 

Real, chessological players are unconsciously or wisely selfish as 
far as their enjoyment of chess is concerned because of their mind being 
severely controlled by the most rigid regulations governing chessdom.

This business man nad left his business and gone 500 miles in 
search of the employ6é whom he had never seen. It is not to be 
supposed by any one that he was particularly flattered’ at finding the 
proposed employé a $20 man! There is an impulse in human nature 
to value a thing to some extent merely because it has come a long 
distance or has cost much money and much effort. In my judgment 
of men of business, I should say that this prospective employer would 
rather have taken back with him a $40 man than a $20 man. Prob- 
ably he would have refused to pay this young man $40, but if the 
young man had said he was getting $35 a week it is almost a cer- 
tainty that he would have had the same salary offered to him. But 
the young man said he was getting $20, and he was offered $20 and no 
more, with a little disappointment in his employer, somewhere, that 
he had gone 500 miles for a $20 man. 

But should the young man have lied about his salary in order to 
have made a better deal for himself and to have started in at a new 
field with the prestige that a good salary gives to a man? As I feel 
that I have shown, the young man injured himself doubly by -telling 
the truth. Should he have told a “ business lie” and let it go at that? 

No! He should have told the truth! But I am going to qualify 
the assertion. There is so much unqualified cant about truth that in 
such a problem as this I hasten to lay emphasis upon the qualification, 
too, Ordinarily a lie of any kind is the subterfuge of a resourceless 
person. If my young friend were tempted for the fraction of a sec- 
ond to fell the lie it was because of his resourcelessness. He was talk- 
ing with a business man who had been driving business.

The stage manager has many things to con - 


tend with, but the greatest of these is ig- 
norance, The stage managers wil tell you 
that ignorance en the part of the people they 
are trying to work into presentable shape is 
the greatest drawback they have to meet. 
The people are willing enough, but they sim- 
ply don't know how to do the things that 
they are pald to do. A well seasoned chorus 
girl who has served under any of the masters 
of the craft is worth a dozen new ones, in 
nagers. 

The stage manager, in addition to knowing 
by sight and mame ecores of chorus people, 
their capabilities, their dispositions, and their 
usefulness under this or that conductor, must 
be well posted on the mechanics of the stage 
and on the history of things that have been 
done. They are constantly on the lookout 
for novelties. Among the directors that have 
found new effects are Ned Wayburn and Gus 
Sohike, both of whom are young men, and 
both of whom are making big money. 

When things go wrong in a production the 
stage Manager usually gets more than his 
fair share of the blame. But when they go 
right he is recognized. Whether they go 
right or wrong, he draws a fine salary, and 
some men will accept even great worries for 
a respectable allotment of currency.
